The 
formal ballot resulted in 12 votes for 
Douglas, 7 for Camp , 7 for Willis, 5 
for .Stivers, and 2 for Koop .

W. E. Camp bell, 7 for Stivers, 2 for 
Camp , 1 for Koop , and 1 for T. Mc- 
Master s. 
Mr. Douglas was theu de­ 
clared to be the choice of the meeting 
and a motion to mak e it unanimous 
was carried. Mr. Douglas theu stated 
that he had in no sense desired the 
nomination but as long as the gentle­ 
men p resent had urged it up on him 
by tlieir votes he would accep t and do 
his beet to secure the election. He 
thank ed the meeting for the honor 
conferred.

O’Don­ 
nell had these gam blers arrested at Red 
Wing, Minn., and after several weeks I e 
succeeded in getting his money back from 
the swindlers. 
H e im m ediately went Ka«l 
a n d Ju lj7 4 took passage on the steam er 
Kirigamis from Philadelphia forCape Town. 
At D artm outh Carey and his family were 
smuggled aboard this vessel. 
The two men 
became acquainted and associated fam iliar­ 
ly together on the boat. 
Finally the men 
got into a dispute, the outcom e of which 
was the death of Carey. O'D onnell was 
taken back to Ixmdon, where he was found 
guilty o f m urder and executed. 
The prose­ 
cution claimed that O 'D onnell was in the 
service of the Irish patriots and th at lie 
m urdered Carey as a m atter o f revenge on 
account of Carey’s having betrayed Hie 
Irish cause. There seems no doubt, how ­ 
ever, but that O’D onnell’s presence on the 
same vessel w ith Carey was purely acci­ 
dental.

The boundaries of the park are made to coin­ 
cide with the boundary between Wyoming and 
Idaho on Hie went and Wyoming and Montana 
on the north of tile park. The area of tile park 
is enlarged by an extension on the east of about 
thirty-five miles and to the south of about 
fifteen mile*, po a* to include additional mount­ 
ain land, heavily timbered, of no *{>ecial value 
in a commercial seine*, but of va»t importance in 
protecting the water supply of the Northwest. 
We recommend an amendment striking off the 
pro Vinton for the employment of a police force. 
We are of opinion that the present method of pa­ 
trolmen and peip ing the park by a detail of a 
few soldiers is the best course aud all that is 
needed. 
Capt. Boutelle recom m ends the em ploy­ 
m ent of scouts or judice, for the reason that 
the soldier* in charge rem ain only a short 
tim e before they are transferred. He thinks 
a perm anent police force would be best for 
the park. 
The right of way granted to the 
M ontana Mineral railway is only sixty feet 
wide. 
The route m arked out for the road 
is as follows:

For the corre*>j»onding m onths of the pre­ 
vious year there were 1.893 desertion.*—a re­ 
duction this year of over 16 per cent. The

arm y 
has 
been for this i»eriod 6 1-10 per cent, and 
for trie same period last year it wa* 7.6 per 
cent. Secretary Proctor ha* labored dili­ 
gently to reduce this evil. 
In his annual 
rejtort he showed that it was only partly a 
question of adm inistration; but that there 
w a.* also legislation needed. 
The house has 
already p*-se<i bills in the line of the secre­ 
tary s suggestions, an J he believes that if 
the fam e pas* the senate nod become laws 
they will enable him to a complish much 
more in this direction. 
Not only is the 
prevalence of desertion in the regular army 
dem oralizing to the arm y itself, nut the ex­ 
pense which it make* the governm ent in 
the recruiting and transj*ortation of new 
men is very large.
